dtis Wiethon Was A Tithon

“Can I put some money in_ this 
bank?” 

A fifteen-year-old boy in faded cloth- 
ing stood before the teller’s window of 
the bank in the little town of Barwick, 
Ga. His suit, badly worn, and his gen- 
eral appearance marked him as a tenant- 
farmer's son. Three layers of pasteboard, 
thrust inside his ragged shoes, kept his 
feet off the stone floor. 

“How much do you want to put in, 
John?” the banker asked. 

“Four dollars,” the boy answered. 

“How do you want the account made 
out?” And the man’s voice was kindly, 
for he knew the boy as one of the reg- 
ulars over at the Methodist Sunday 
School. 

“John W. Yates and Company,” the 
youngster answered gravely. 

The banker peered through the grat- 
ing at the lad with a quizzical look on 
his face. “Who’s the company?” he 

ueried. 

“God,” the boy replied, very solemn- 
ly. “I got my first month’s pay today, 
and I’m starting my tithe account. This 
is God’s money. I’m just handling it 
for Him.”

John Wesley Yates was the fourth 
child of Wiley and Lillie Yates, who 
lived in a little cabin at the edge of the 
pine woods. All of their lives the couple 
had struggled bravely against poverty. 
The husband, Wiley Yates, had been 
able to finish the fourth grade in school, 
but Lillie had gone on to the fifth and 
was able to “do decimals.” But she was 
never able to keep her tithe down to ten 
per cent, though that is getting ahead of 
our story. 

When John was less than a year old 
the ramshackle old cabin in which the 
family lived was burned to the ground, 
and they escaped with nothing more 
than their night clothes. Kindly neigh- 
mors, almost as destitute, came to their 
rescue as best they could with odds and 
ends of garments which they gave them 
to get their new start in life. 

By some strange miracle which only a 
mother like Lillie Yates could have 
managed, the family got possession of 
an acre of land at the edge of the woods 
near Barwick, and built a rough pine- 
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log house. But they could not afford a 
brick chimney, and had to be content 
with one made of mud and sticks. One 
of the proudest moments of John’s life 
came, years afterward, when he was 
sixteen. He had contrived to buy the 
bricks, and he presented his mother 
with a brick chimney as a birthday gift. 

The first job the boy ever had for 
which he was paid real money (twenty- 
five cents a day), was one of “mindin’ 
the gap” for a farmer. The hours were 
“from can to caint”’—from the time he 
could see in the morning until he could 
not see at night. A few weeks after get- 
ting that position at the age of nine, he 
made a contract with his father that he 
would assume all the financial respon- 
sibility for his own life if he might be 
permitted to attend school part time. 
Both parties kept the contract with 
scrupulous honesty. They were proud 
of it. 

About the same time a revival swept 
through the country round about Bar- 
wick, and under its spell Lillie Yates en- 
tered into a new religious experience, 
and John was converted and joined the 
Methodist Church. To anyone as poor 
as Mrs. Yates, the thought of giving ten 
per cent of her income was an earth- 
shaking decision. But Lillie Yates was 
not one to count the cost when her soul 


was stirred, and in a solemn hour at the 


altar of the church she dedicated her 
tithe to the Lord. The fact that she 
could “do decimals” seemed to inten- 
sify her sense of duty. ‘The next morn- 
ing she opened an account book, and 
for the next thirty-six years she kept the 
record with a devotion that was as beau- 
tiful as it was heroic. 

Years afterward, when John Wesley 
Yates had risen to be recognized as one 
of the most successful insurance men 
in the United States, having served as 
cashier in a big bank, army administra- 
tor handling many billions of dollars, 


and expert accountant, he showed his . 


mother’s tithe-account book, with its 
simple records and said, “That book 
might not have the approval of a big- 
wig C. P. A., but I am sure our Heaven- 
ly Father calls it mighty good bookkeep- 
ing.” 

There was no money in the Yates 


family treasury for any frills in either 
food or education, with the result that 
ohn never attended but one complete 
term of school in his life, but by study- 
ing under the old kerosene lamp, sitting 
up late, and staying in nights, he 
“passed” every grade until the ninth, 
when he was compelled to go to work 
at fulltime employment. ‘Twenty-four 
years afterward he went back to Bar- 
wick to deliver the commencement ad- 
dress for the high school, and, seated 
among the children of his former chums, 
received his diploma in recognition of 
having satisfied the school requirements. 

This was the boy, then, who stood be- 
fore the teller’s window, with pasteboard 
inside his shoes, depositing four dollars 
and starting his account with the Lord 
under the name of “John W. Yates and 
Company.” At that moment he was 
earning $40 each month in his first 
regular job, paying $22 for board, $10 
for tuition at a night school, and did not 
own a complete change of clothing. But 
the influence of his godly mother, and 
her unwavering devotion to the prin- 
ciples of the tithe, was a factor of great- 
er force in his life than any poverty 
could ever be. She made of her son a 
tither for life! 

The life story of John Yates reads like 
that of an Horatio Alger hero. Book- 
keeper, bank teller, bank cashier, army 
quartermaster, whose checks for $10,- 
000,000 were honored, insurance sales- 
man and finally general agent with a 
national reputation, the son of this tith- 
ing mother has been described by two 
pastors of great churches as “one of the 
most valuable laymen in Methodism.” 

Lillie Yates’ old tithing account book 
rests in the lower drawer of her son’s big 
walnut desk alongside of his New Testa- 
ment. He has shown it to tens of thou- 
sands of people in audiences before 
whom he has preached the doctrine of 
stewardship. Now, with the Georgia 
pines shadowing her grave, it has be- 
come to her son a sacred text, to be read 
alongside of the Scriptures. 

The year after he came out of the 
army John Yates had his first tithing 
check printed, and every gift he has 
made since to any agency of the Lord’s 
work has been written on a check which 
announces that “the tithe is the Lord’s” 
and has been signed by the donor in the 
name of “John W. Yates and Com- 
pany.” Among his business friends, as

Martin Paul Bohnet was born on the 
plains of North Dakota in the year of 
1888. He came to California in 1920. 
After receiving the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit in 1921, he became active in 
Christian work, and was a successful 


Sunday School leader and choir di- 


rector. 


Some time later he went into full 
time service of the Master, entering the 
ministry. Prior to his present location 
in Santa Rosa, he was pastor in Arcata 
and Sunnyvale. This is his eighth year 
in Santa Rosa where in 1940 he built a 
new church known as the Assembly of 
God Gospel Tabernacle, on Davis and 
Earl Streets. It is a lovely building, 
44x98 feet, stucco within and without. 
It has a sloping floor, seats over 300. It 
has 10 classrooms, a prayer room, a uni-

gas furnaces, and is well carpeted. The 
building was erected without any hired 
labor. ‘The members and friends donat- 
ed their time and help. Brother Bohnet 
was the designer, architect, and builder. 

There is a growing assembly in Santa 
Rosa. They broadcast every Wednesday 
evening at nine o'clock over KSRO in 
a program known as Calvary’s Messen- 
gers. 

L. R. Anderson is the assistant pastor. 
He and Mrs. Anderson are a great help 
with their music, and he is a good 
preacher. 

Sister Bohnet is a blessing to the as- 
sembly in her position as a good pastor's 
wife. They have five children who are 
all married, one son and four daughters. 
There are seven grandsons and one 
granddaughter. The grown folk are all 
saved and have the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, and are active in their respective 
churches. One son-in-law is in the ac- 
tive ministry, Pastor Otto Schmidt of 
Martinez. 


Brother Bohnet has served as District 
Presbyter since 1935, and is well loved 
by fellow ministers and people in his 
section. He has served for several years 
on the Credentials Committee and other 
committees to which he has been as- 
signed. At the present he is the chair- 
man of the Campground Committee, do- 
ing a fine job. May the Lord continue to 
bless him and make him a blessing.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL

Study VIL, (Part One) 


THE FALL OF BABYLON 


“Babylon was the first of the Gentile 
world powers symbolized by the image 
Nebuchadnezzar saw in his dream 
(chap. 2). Babylon was to be succeeded 
by Medo-Persia. Here we read of the 
overthrow of Babylon; the head of gold 
gives place to the breast and arms of 
silver. The impiety of Belshazzar and 
the doom of Babylon are to be regarded 
as typifying the impiety of Antichrist 
_ and the doom of his government at the 
time of the end when our Lord shall be 
tevealed from heaven (2 Thess. 1:7, 8). 


Belshazzar was the last king of Baby- 
lon, but were one to say that Nabonidus 
was the last king he would be making 
a statement equally true. Nabonidus 
was the father of Belshazzar, and he and 
his son reigned conjointly.. Belshazzar 
was never sole king. The profane. his- 
torians made no reference to Belshazzar; 
they recorded the fact*that Nabonidus 
was king at the time Babylon fell, that 
he. was outside of the city at the head of 
his army, that he was met and worsted 
in battle by Cyrus, that he was taken 
prisoner, that his life was spared, and 
that he was treated with kindness and 
consideration by his conqueror. The 
critics seized upon these facts and de- 
clared that here was evidence that the 
book of Daniel. cannot possibly have 
been inspired and that its history is un- 
dependable. As the profane historians 
agree, and are all at variance with Dan- 
iel,, they must have been right and the 
author of Daniel must have been wrong. 
For many decades believers in the genu- 
ineness and authenticity of Daniel knew 
not what to say; they believed that some 
day a discovery would be made that 
would vindicate the authenticity of 
Daniel. And such a discovery was 
made! In 1854 Sir Henry Rawlinson, 
the noted archeologist, discovered among 
the ruins of ancient Babylon some clay 
cylinders that in due time were de- 
ciphered—and those clay cylinders can 
be seen at the present time in the Brit- 
ish Museum—and the fact was made 
known that both the profane historians 
and Daniel were right. Nabonidus was 
indeed the last king of Babylon, but he 
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had a son named Belshazzar, and this 
son was associated with his father in the 
government of the empire at the time 
Babylon fell. All at once became clear. 
Nabonidus, as the historians have as- 
serted, was outside of the city at the 
head of his army. He had evidently 
gone out to meet the enemy and give 
him battle in the open field, leaving his 
son, Belshazzar, at the head of affairs in 
the city. He had met Cyrus, and had 
been defeated. He had been taken 
prisoner, and his life had been spared. 
Cyrus came against the city, and when 
Babylon fell Belshazzar was slain. Thus 
has the Word of God again and again 
been corroberated by the discoveries that 
have been made. Read Isaiah 40:6-8. 

As to whether Nabonidus was a di- 
rect descendant of Nebuchadnezzar is 
uncertain. He may have been related 
to him by marriage only. Evil-Merodach 
succeeded Nebuchadnezzar, and Ner- 
galsharezer (otherwise known as Ner- 
gelissar) succeeded Evil-Merodach, and 
there appears to be some evidence that 
Nabonidus married a daughter of Neb- 
uchadnezzar or of Evil-Merodach, and 
that when Nergalsharezer died he seized 
the throne, or was made king, possibly 
because the king who had died had left 
no son of his own. If this is true Neb- 
uchadnezzar was Belshazzar’s grand- 
father or great-grandfather. ‘The records 
are very incomplete, and for this rea- 
son the historians have not been able to 
agree among themselves. 


I. The Impious Feast 

Verses 1-4. Note seven things: 

1. By whom the feast was made. By 
Belshazzar. The fact that Nebuchad- 
nezzar is here called his father does not 
prove that he was not his grandfather 
or great-grandfather, for there are no 
words in Chaldee to correspond with 
our words “grandfather” and “great- 
grandfather.” Every male ancestor is 
spoken of in Chaldee as “father.” 

2. In whose honor it was made. In 
the honor of “a thousand of his lords.” 

3. What Belshazzar did. He “drank 
wine before the thousands.” 

4. The command Belshazzar gave. 
It was a command to bring the golden 
and silver vessels that had been brought 
by Nebuchadnezzar out of the temple 


in Jerusalem. These vessels had been 
transferred to Babylon as trophies of 
the great victory Nebuchadnezzar had 
achieved at the time of the overthrow 
of Jerusalem and the destruction of the 
city and the temple. 

5. The king’s object in giving it. 
“That the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, might drink 
therein.” 

6. The command obeyed. Verse 3. 

7. The undisguised insult to Jehovah. 
Verse 4. Pharaoh had said to Moses and 
Aaron, “Who is Jehovah that I should 
obey His voice and let Israel go? I know 
not Jehovah, neither will I let Israel go” 
CEx. 5:2). Jehovah demonstrated His 
power, and brought Israel out of Egypt, 
and the host of Pharaoh perished in the 
waters of the sea. Centuries passed by, 
and through the sin of the people their 
enemies were allowed to triumph over 
them, and they became captives in a 
strange land. Now Belshazzar, in open 
defiance of Jehovah, intimating that 
Jehovah must have been weak because 
He did not protect His own, and that 
the gods of the Babylonians must have 
been mightier than was Jehovah for the 
reason that the Babylonians had been 
able to triumph over Jehovah’s people, 
drinks wine, making use of the sacred 
vessels that were brought from the 
temple in Jerusalem,—and “his princes, 
his wives, and his concubines” join him 
in so doing,—and they “praise the gods 
of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, 
of wood, and of stone.” The sin was 
not simply a sin of sacrilege and idolatry; 
it was an open, and undisguised insult 
to Jehovah. It was in reality an insulting 
challenge to the God of heaven. It was 
a climax of wickedness that indicated 
that Babylon’s cup of iniquity was full. 


Ii. The Divine Intrusion, or, the Hand- 
writing on the Wall 
“ . 
Verse 5. It was “over against the 


candlestick,” where the light shone 
clearly upon the wall, and the writing 
would be the most clearly discernible, 
that “the fingers of a man’s hand” wrote. 
And it is stated that “the king saw the 
part of the hand that wrote.” It would 
have been terrifying had an angel ap- 
peared, or had a whole arm, or hand, ap- 
peared, but there appeared simply the 
“fingers of a man’s hand,” a “part of the 
hand.”

Our text says, “Ye shall know them 
by their fruits.” Know whom? The pre- 
ceding verse shows of whom the Lord 

is here speaking. It is 
the false prophets. 
Most assuredly they 
shall be known by 
their fruits. But some- 
one calls attention to 
the ministry of these 
false prophets, and 
reminds us that 
crowds attend their 
meetings, their altars are full, and many 
seem to get through a real experience in 
God. True. 

But is this apparent approval of the 
messenger due solely to the messenger? 
Is God honoring the false prophet, or 
are there some other forces at work here? 
We think it is the latter, and in proof 
of this we submit five reasons for our 
belief. Always remember that God's 
blessings are not always evidence of His 
approval. 

Five is the number symbolic of God’s 
wondrous grace. In these five reasons 
we may see God’s grace at work, not be- 
cause of, but in spite of the messenger. 

(1) God is honoring His word. This 
God will do even though His word be 
in the mouth of a sinner. Should one 
give a promissory note to pay a certain 
sum at a certain date, he would have to 
pay that note even though, by the time 
of maturity, that note was held by his 
worst enemy. Even so, if God’s word is 
in the mouth of the devil, yet God would 
have to honor His word. (2.) God will 
help a hungry heart even though the 
messenger be impure. God is not going 
to penalize a hungry heart, so that he 
can not get through to God, just be- 
cause the man in the pulpit is not right. 
(3) Usually such large crowds are com- 
posed of honest, praying people, even 
though, for the time being, they may be 
deceived by this particular false prophet. 
It is these sincere praying people whom 
God is honoring, and not the false pro- 
phet yonder in the pulpit. (4) Always 
in large crowds that attend such meet- 
ings, there is a lilt and lift that carry 
people along on the crest of the tide till 
eventually they find themselves at the 
altar, and are counted to the credit of 


the speaker of the occasion. (5) There

is the build-up of faith. Despite all evi- 
dences to the contrary, ofttimes the 
seeker has been standing on God’s Word 
for a long time previous to the deliver- 
ance. Perhaps also a company of be. 
lieving saints or an entire assembly has 
been standing on the promises for this 
loved one’s deliverance. Finally faith 
has been built up to such a place that 
God can work, and He does work, de- 
spite the messenger. “He sent His word, 
and healed them” (Psalm 107:20). 

Paul perceived that such a time had 
come in the life of the impotent man at 
Lystra (Acts 14:8-10). It was not Paul’s 
faith that healed this man. It was the 
man’s faith. “He had faith to be healed 
(verse 9). The language used here in- 
dicates that the man’s faith was steadily 
being built up. While the man “heard 
Paul speak” over a period of time, Paul, 
on his part, “steadfastly beholding him, 
perceived.” At the right moment Paul 
gave the command, and the work was 
done. Now, the crowd, as always, gave 
Paul the credit for this miracle Cverse 
11). But, unlike many modern evan- 
gelists, Paul refused to take the credit 
(verses 14-15). 

Scripture informs us that our bodies 
are the temples of the Holy Ghost C1 
Cor. 3:16; 6:19-20). Jesus says further 
that “where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, there am I in the 
midst” (Matt. 18:20). Multiply that 
two or three, by one thousand, into an 
audience of, say, three thousand saints 
in whom the Holy Ghost is abiding, and 
in the midst of whom Jesus is present. 
This brings about an atmosphere in 
which even a wooden man in the pulpit 
may get results. ‘The crowd gives all the 
credit to the preacher, when, in God’s 
sight, little credit is due him, but be- 
longs to that believing multitude of 
saints in the pews. 

But the Lord Himself has told us 
that precisely these same signs would 
follow these false prophets (Matt. 7:22- 
23). It is always safe to remember that 
these false ones come to you in sheep's 
clothing (Matt 7:15). They are far too 
clever to let their wolf nature be re- 
vealed until forced to do so by some true 
shepherd of the flock (John 10:12-13; 
Acts 20:29-30). Invariably they pose 
as angels of light (2 Cor. 11:13-15). Be 


sure to look for the wolf under that 


sheep’s clothing, and the angel of dark- 
ness behind that pose of light. 

This is one of the signs of the end 
days that are now on us. How then 
shall we know them by their fruits? By 
the simple expedient of allowing the 
fruit time to get ripe. Someone has said, 
“There is a time for everything in the 
universe to get ripe. All thoughts, words, 
prayers, actions, providences, opportun- 
ities, blessings, spiritual exercises, divine 
revelations, all avocations, all dispensa- 
tions, whether in nature, grace or glory, 
have a time in which they get ripe: 
and to go slow with God is the heaven- 
ly pace that gathers up all things at the 
time they are ripe. What can be oreat- 
er than to see God work, or to hear Him 
speak? AND WE MISS BOTH BY 
NOT GOING SLOW.” 


“Though the mills of God grind slowly, 
Yet they grind exceeding small; 

Though with patience He stands waiting, 
With exactness grinds He all.” — 


Do not accept things religious the 
first time you come in contact with them 
merely because they look good. All is 
not gold that glitters. Wait, wait I say, 
on God; give the thing time to develop, 
and sooner or later something will show 
up that will reveal the falsity, if falsity 
be there. Always bear in mind that the 
gifts are given immediately, while the 
fruit must grow, and that gifts are sub- 
ject to the human spirit, while fruit 
comes only through constant abiding in 
the Holy Spirit. 

Because the gifts of the Spirit are 
given so lavishly by the great Giver of 
every good and perfect gift, some are 
inclined not to value them so highly as 
they ought. There is danger here of 
using them foolishly, and of bringing 
reproach upon this teaching. On the 
other hand, fruit costs, ofttimes, suffer- 
ing. It is accordingly apt to be valued 
much more highly. However both the 
gifts and the fruit are of equal value 
in God's sight, and should be so con- 
sidered and used by the believer. When 
this is done, our testimony becomes a 
glory to God and a blessing to others, as 
well as ourselves. 

It is noteworthy that after quoting 
the nine component parts of the “fruit 
of the Spirit” in Gal. 5:22-23, the Word 
states that “against such there is no law.” 
We may go as far as we please with 
the fruit, for there is no law here. But 
with the gifts there are many rules,

regulations and commandments govern- 
ing their use. The 12th to 14th chapters 
of first Corinthians abound with these. 
This is because the gifts are subject to 
human control, and therefore in need 
of checks, while the fruit is subject to 
divine control only. Again, the gifts 
may be given to babes in Christ, as they 
evidently were in Corinth (1 Cor. 1:7 
and 3:1). The babe needs these rules 
and regulations, for his fruit has not yet 
sufhciently developed to check and 
counterbalance his gifts. 

We close with these words, “Beloved, 
seeing ye know these things before, 
BEWARE lest ye also, being led away 
with the error of the wicked, fall from 
your own steadfastness.” 


New Lightning Calculator 

Navy mathematical problems were 
simplified when a new lightning calcu- 
lator, electrically controlled, was com- 
pleted by International Business Ma- 
chines Corp. The device is the brain 
child of Com. Howard H. Aiken, 
USNR. 

In a few hours the machine, now at 
Harvard University for Navy use, can 
dispose of logarithms and other intricate 
mathematical problems which previous- 
ly took groups of mathematicians three 
and four days to do. 

Greatest advantage of the machine, 
51 ft. long and eight ft. high, is that it 
will quickly work out astronomical equa- 
tions never before solved, and will elim- 
inate work of many mathematicians. 

The man who preaches the Word 
will not be obliged to take it all back in 
later years.

On the San Francisco water front 
where our Army and Navy Transports 
and Merchant Marine ships are con- 
stantly going and coming from the bat- 
tle fronts there are thousands of young 
men in the service of our country. So I 
felt that God would have me visit these 
Merchant Marine ships that do not 
have chaplains aboard. 

Having been a seaman at one time, 
myself, with the Army Transport Serv- 
ice, I know that these boys need the 
Lord; for their program consists of 
gambling, liquor, and the telling of 
filthy stories. I inquired of an old col- 
porteur, O. Zimmerman of the Seamen’s 
Institute, about the water front, whether 
or not I could get on these boats.

No more! Too late! Farewell!! 


Gloomier, drearier, sadder words have 
never been coined. These doleful words 
are not intended only for those who 
have failed, but also for those who have 
succeeded after a fashion, but know 
they have not done their best. 


Think of the old man of Luke 16, 
rich, sinful, powerful, who sinks into his 
grave, leaving millions behind him to 
be squandered by his heirs while worms 
eat his body, and in hell he thinks with 
bitterness, “Too late . . . It might have 
been.” It might have been life instead 
of death, bliss instead of torment, para- 
dise instead of fire and demons. 

Napoleon Bonaparte, prisoner of the 
British on the lonely island of St. 
Helena, ulcers eating his stomach, bit- 
ter regret devouring his heart, must 
have realized in some sad hour “what 
might have been.”

He that would express power in one 
word turned to the name “Bonaparte.” 
Think what the name might have 
meant, had the commander and ruler 
of surpassing genius devoted his powers 
to making the millions of people happy 
instead of concentrating on less useful 
tasks of making kings ridiculous. 

He who feels the pangs of remorse 
the greater is not he who lacks driving 
power to succeed through lack of a 
strong thyroid gland or of the coordina- 
tion of the mysterious endocrine sys- 
tem, nor those who live in remote corn- 
ers of this globe who never once in their 
lives have heard of this glorious gospel.

Suggestions for Sunday School 
Activity: 


The statement has been made that 
“busy hands are kept out of mischief.” 
Because our Sunday Schools are not 
only dealing with hands and feet, but 
also the mind and heart, let us conclude, 
“an active Christian, is a healthy one!” 

Unless in my teaching of the Word, 
I have provided or pointed out a way 
for the members of my class to live what 
I teach; or if what I teach is not becom- 
ing “life” in and through my pupils, I 
have utterly failed as a teacher, and the 
gospel has been made as useful as a 
fairy story. 

What a pupil “says” in expressing 
himself concerning the lesson is valu- 
able, but what a pupil “does” with the 
lesson is the peak of importance! 

The pupil will retain ninety per cent 
of what he does pertaining to the les- 
son taught. Ninety per cent of that 
lesson becomes life tissue—that is suc- 
cess! 

Therefore, into the preparation of 
every lesson should go the provision for 
activity to make that lesson “live.” If 
you are teaching soul winning, provide 
some activity that will encourage soul 
winning. Let’s have a picnic or a social 
gathering wherein the class selects and 
invites two or three unsaved friends for 
the purpose of winning them to Christ. 
_ Make provision for your class to gather 
for special prayer for results before the 
picnic date arrives. Provide special 
prayer reminders a week ahead to en- 
courage the pupils’ interest and faith 
for the salvation of those they have in- 
vited. Teach them to expect results! 
Arrange the picnic or gathering to im- 
press the unsaved friends and so on. 

Perhaps your Sunday School would 
be interested in preparing a “Gospel 
Window.” ‘This provides activity as 
well as advertising. 

Secure the use of an empty display 
window from one of the store buildings 
‘in your town or city and appoint one 
of the classes of your Sunday School 
to work out the gospel display for one 
week, and another class for the follow- 
ing week and so on. The Sunday

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School lesson, or lesson thought, might 
well be worked out in object or picture 
form for a display. 

One of our Sunday Schools had a 
contest to see who could bring in the 
largest Bible, the smallest Bible, the 
oldest Bible, Bibles in foreign lan- 
guages, the Bible that showed the most 
use, and the Bible with the most out- 
standing experience. The results of this 
contest was made up into a very inter- 
esting window display along with an in- 
vitation to the public to attend Sun- 
day School. 

Lessons on missions always afford 
activity. A mission scrap book,—or a 
missionary bulletin board, are interest- 
ing possibilities; missionary correspon- 
dence is good. 

What about reading material? Are 
you teaching your pupils the dangers 
of impure literature? If so, some action 
also should be taken to provide the 
kind of reading material that is good, 
and to create an interest in it! 

Solomon said in Ecclesiastes 12:13 
“Let us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter: Fear God and keep His com- 
mandments: for this is the whole duty 
of man.” Notice that the inward attri- 
bute is linked with outward action. 
Practical Christian living is vital today.

Belshazzar saw something more terrify- 
ing than a dream. He was not asleep; 
he was awake. He was in the midst of 
drunken revelry, and open defiance of 
the God of heaven; the midnight hour 
was approaching, or it may have already 
arrived. Look! ‘The “fingers of a man’s 
hand”! What are they doing? They are 
writing “over against the candlestick 
upon the plaister of the wall”! An un- 
seen power, the power of that Jehovah 
who has been openly defied and in- 
sulted, the Jehovah of the destroyed 
temple in Jerusalem, the Jehovah of the 
captive Jews, the Lord of the whole 
earth, the living God, the only God, is 
guiding “the part of the hand” that 
writes. Is it any wonder that we read 
that “the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, 
so that the joints of his loins were 
loosed, and his knees smote one against 
another”? It is interesting to look at 
Isaiah 45:1, where we have a notable 
prophecy of Cyrus who is called the 
Lord’s “anointed,” and concerning 
whom the Lord says, “I will loose the 
loins of kings, to open before him the 
two-leaved gates.” Cyrus was not yet 
born. More than a century was to pass 
by before his birth. But God who can 
always see the end from the beginning, 
and with whom all events occur in “an 
eternal now,” decreeing that Cyrus 
should be born, and that he should 
take Babylon, moved Isaiah to thus 
prophecy. It is an historical fact, as re- 
corded by the profane historians who 
knew nothing of this prophecy, that the 
two-leaved gates, as described by Hero- 
dotus, were left open to enter the city 
unchallenged by the Babylonians. God 
knew, too, what until a few years ago 
the critics did not know, namely, that 
there would be two kings of Babylon 
at the time of the fall of the empire, 
and that the loins of each would be 
loosed. Hence the words, “I will loose 
the loins of kings,” the reference being 
to the loins of Nabonidus and his son, 
Belshazzar. There is no reference here 
in Daniel, or anywhere in God’s Word, 
as to how the defeat and capture of 
Nabonidus affected that king, but we 
can well imagine what the effect was. 
He must have been filled with terror 
as he saw his armies put to flight, his 
men slain, and himself surrounded and 


being taken by the enemy. He doubt- 
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less shook with fear; terror must have 
gripped his heart. He saw his cause lost, 

is kingdom gone, his foes triumphant, 
and he doubtless expected death, and, 
perhaps torture, at the hands of his 
enemies. His loins must have been 
loosed. Here in Daniel we read how the 
loins of Belshazzar were loosed. And 
so the prophecy uttered more than a 
century before Cyrus was born found 
its fulfillment, as every divinely inspired 
prophecy has, or, ultimately will, “I will 
loose the loins of kings, to open before 
him the two-leaved gates.” 


There had been wild merriment in 
the royal palace. Lords and ladies had 
vied with each other in praising the 
heathen gods and in heaping contempt 
upon Jehovah by the sacrilegious use of 
the vessels that had once been used in 
His service in the temple in Jerusalem. 
The wild merriment had known no 
bounds. One can imagine how the fes- 
tive halls of the palace rang with laugh- 
ter that grew louder and louder as the 
guests drank until their faces were 
flushed and their brains grew dizzy. But 
suddenly the laughter ceases! “As the 
crackling of thorns under a pot, so is 
the laughter of a fool” (Ec. 7:6). It is 


soon over; it does not last long. 


Belshazzar and his lords, 
His wives and concubines, 

Drank from the vessels of the Lord 
Intoxicating wines,— 

They drank and praised the gods 
Of silver and of gold, 

Of brass, and iron, and wood, and stone, 
And laughed and jeered—Behold 

Upon the plaister of the wall 
A terrifying sight: 

The fingers of a human hand 
Appear and calmly write! 

The writing can be seen by all: 
Fear grips the guilty king; 

Not once again will he, or they 
Drink, laugh, or dance, or sing! 

As crackling of thorns beneath 
A pot can never last— 


So is the laughter of a fool— ~ 
It crackles and is past! 


In the case of Nebuchadnezzar we 
read that he “made a decree to bring in 
all the wise men of Babylon” (4:6), 
but here we are told that Belshazzar 
“cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, 
the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers.” A 
reward was promised to the successful 
reader and interpreter of the mysterious 
inscription. The king must have known, 


or, felt, that it foreboded evil. “Whoso- 


ever shall read this writing, and show 
me the interpretation thereof, shall be 


clothed with scarlet, and have a chain | 
of gold about his neck, and shall be the 


third ruler in the kingdom.” Here was _ 


something that for a long time puzzled 


the critics. Why proclaim that he should 


be the “third ruler” in the kingdom? 


Who was the second? All is now clear. 


His father, Nabonidus, was the first; he, _ 


Belshazzar, was the second; the reader |

Belshazzar was offering to give to the. fi 
successful reader and interpreter the |} 


place of highest honor that was within 
his power. But “they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof.” The result 
was continued terror. “Then was king 


Belshazzar greatly troubled,” or, as Gor- } 
don renders it, “greatly upset, and he | 


changed color; his lords also were thrown 


into consternation.” Moffatt renders it, - 


“At this king Belshazzar was greatly 
alarmed, his colour paled, and his lords 
were at their wits’ end.” 


What had they seen upon the wall? 
God’s written Word! ‘That written 
Word is enough to make the proudest 
sinner tremble. And it has made sinners 
tremble many a time as it has been pro- 
claimed in the power of the Holy Spirit. 
The king and the assembled spectators 
knew that what had been written was a 
message from the unseen world; and, 
while they did not yet know what truth 
that message was designed to convey, 
their consciences must have told them 
it was not a message of good tidings; 
they must have been confident it fore- 
boded evil of a most disastrous nature. 
At that very moment, while the minds 
of the king and his guests were thus 
employed. Cyrus and his men were 
entering the city through the “two- 
leaved gates,” and Babylon was being 
taken.

German Rocket Fighter Is Fastest 

The German rocket-propelled fighter 
plane now in use as an_ interceptor 
against American bombers over the 
Reich moves so fast that even the men 
who have engaged it victoriously in 
close combat can give only sketchy des- 
criptions of it. 

Strict censorship does permit the dis- 
closure ‘that they believe it completes 
vertical dives that are the fastest con- 
trolled flight ever made by man. 

The German plane, known ofhicially 
as the ME-163, is called the “flying wing” 
and the “jetty” by the American flyers. 
It swished past heavy bombers so fast 
the crewmen did not realize what they 
were, but the fighter pilots said they 
were able to identify the enemy at 12 
miles away by the spectacular dense 
white smoke or condensation _ trail 
stretching out a half mile behind each 
craft. 

Palestine Output 

The total Palestinian industrial out- 
put for 1943 was valued at 120 million 
dollars, nearly half of which was strict- 
ly military supplies ordered by the Brit- 
ish army. The industrial output six 
years before was worth only forty mil- 
lion dollars and for 1940 sixty millions. 

Workers engaged in industry in- 
creased from 30,000 in 1937 to 50,000 
by the end of 1942 and the trend re- 
mained upward throughout 1943. The 
value of Jewish investment rose to near- 
ly 500 million dollars. 

The Gospel From Madison Square 
Garden 

On Saturday evening, April 1, New 
Yorkers who happened to be passing 8th 
Avenue at 49th Street heard a strange 
sound coming from their greatest audi- 
torium. They heard a young man’s en- 
thusiastic voice announce over an ampli- 
fying system: “The Word of Life—on 
the air!” Then they heard nearly 20,000 
voices sing! 

“Sing them over again to me, 
Wonderful words of life.” 

If they were surprised at this they 

must have been more surprised to see 
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and hear a throng right around them 
singing with the rest. These were the 
thousands for whom even the great 
Madison Square Garden had no room. 

It was Jack Wyrtzen’s Word of Life 
rally. Within the great hall was a choir 
of more than 2,000 young women 
gathered from hundreds of church 
groups throughout the East; on the 
platform with the young evangelist 
were high-ranking Army and Navy 
men, businessmen, fine Christian mu- 
sicians, all of whom were there to pro- 
claim in their own way the unsearch- 
able riches of the gospel, and the saving 
and keeping power of their Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. From the great 
balconies from which millions through 
the years have watched and cheered at 
athletic, political, and entertainment 
events there were hung verses of Scrip 
ture across red, white and blue bunting 

‘Three hundred business men acted ai 
ushers at the spectacular rally and, at 
the close of the final message, these men 
dealt personally with hundreds who re- 
sponded to a call to accept Christ as 
their Saviour. 

The great meeting was a remark- 
able and unusual evangelistic effort to 
hold forth the gospel in America’s great 
metropolis.—Sunday School Times. 


Getting More, Giving Less 

In 1928, with a national income of 
$77,200,000,000, gifts to church-related 
charities reached $532,000,000; in 1943 
with a national income of $150,000,- 
000,000 the amount given for similar 
ee dropped to $364,000,000 or 
slightly more than two dollars per per- 
son, says Jacob Simpson Paton in The 
Christian Advocate. 

In other words, Americans are giving 
only one third as much in proportion to 
income as they were giving fifteen years 
ago. 

U. S. Navy Greatest 

Joseph H. Liston, special assistant to 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production Board, said that the 
American navy has 14,000 ships, “more 
than double the size of all the navies in 


the world,” and declared that after the | 


war it “must not be dispensed with by 


a roundtable discussion.” 
In an address before the International 


Association of Lions Clubs, Liston gave — 


the following war production figures: 
Ships, three and one half daily in 
1942; five and one half daily in 1943; 
11% today; 80,000 landing craft for the 
invasion of France; 
rounds of artillery ammunition in the last 


two years; one rifle every 32 seconds; one | 
machine gun every 34 seconds; $250,-- 


000,000 monthly for radio and radar; 
more radios. produced in one month to- 
day that were produced in one year at 
peace production peak; 148,000 tanks 
in the last two years; 1,200,000 military 
trucks in the last year; 185,000 airplanes 
since Pearl Harbor, with 1944 schedule 
calling for 100,000 planes at a cost of 
$21,000,000,000. 

Total 1944 war production schedule, 
$69,000,000,000, 20 per cent above 
1943 schedule. 

The Army’s Example 
The U.S. Army tries to maintain a 


ratio of one chaplain to 1,200 men. In © 


doing this it is far ahead of the Protest- 
ant churches in their missionary pro- 
gram. The best they have been able to 
do yet is to provide one missionary for 
every 50,000, to 100,000 or more souls 
in heathen darkness. In some mission 
fields the ratio is smaller than this, but 
in many parts of the world it is very 
much greater. 


American Medical Journal estimates 
that a million babies in the U.S. are be- 
ing killed each year by criminal abor- 
tion, or one fourth as many as are born 
annually in this country. 

Dr. Walter Alvarez of the Mayo 
Clinic declares that radio programs are 
wrecking the nerves of thousands of 
Americans. In many homes the radios 
are kept blaring all day and far into the 
night, with programs that do anything 
but relax the nerves. Both physically 
and spiritually, many are the worse. 

Patricia Lochridge in Woman’s Home 
Companion, says: “The casualties the 
Navy will suffer this year from venereal 
disease are enough to man a fleet of 
twelve battleships, six carriers, twenty- 
four cruisers, and eighty destroyers. The 
Army casualties are enough to form ap- 
proximately twenty-six complete combat 
divisions.”
